STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Goffstown, in the County 
of Hillsborough, and in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
Town on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


First—To choose all necessary officers and agents for the 
ensuing year, including a member of the Board of Selectmen 
for three years. Also to bring in your ballots for delegates to 
the National Conventions. 


Second—To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Goffstown Public Library. 


Third—To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of four thousand ($4,000) dollars, as recommended 
by the State Highway Commissioner for the maintenance of 
our State Aid Highways, the State to furnish an equal sum. 


Fourth—To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of two thousand seven hundred and fifteen 
($2,715) dollars for the construction of State Aid Road, the - 
State to contribute two thousand thirty-six and twenty-five 
one hundredths ($2,036.25) dollars additional as its share 
of the same, the same to be applied to the improvement of the 
New Boston road. 


Four-one-half—To see if the town will vote to build two 
new concrete bridges, one over the brook near the Congrega- 
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tional Parsonage and the other over the Bog Brook near the 
town gravel bank, and to raise and appropriate money for the 
same. 


Fifth—To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of four hundred ($400) dollars, the State to 
furnish one hundred ($100) dollars additional, for the con- 
trol of the White Pine Blister Rust. KS 


Sixth—To see if the town will vote to allow its selectmen 
to hire not exceeding twenty-seven thousand ($27,000) dollars 
in anticipation of its 1932 taxes. 


Seventh—To see if the town will vote to allow its selectmen 
to renew the note for twenty thousand ($20,000) dollars held 
by the Hillsborough County Savings Bank on which, January 
31, 1932, there was unpaid seventeen thousand ($17,000) 
dollars, at such time as the bank may require. 


Seven-one-half—To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of two thousand ($2,000) dollars for 
the purpose of purchasing a Chassis, Pump and Booster Tank 
to take the place of our present chemical equipment, the fire- 
men in the Precinct to contribute the sum of five hundred 
($500) dollars from their private funds in addition to the 
amount raised by the town for that purpose. 


Seven-three-quarters—To see if the citizens of the town 
will vote to insure the drivers of the fire trucks against liabil- 
ity and property damage during the performance of their 
duty and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


Eighth—To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for maintenance and improvement of 
the Barnard Playground. 


Ninth—To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for improvements in our cemeteries. 


Tenth—To see if the town will vote to purchase a motor 
road maintainer and raise and appropriate money for the 
same. 
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Hleventh—To see if the town will vote to purchase not 
exceeding two blade snowplows and to raise and appropriate 
money for the same. 


Twelfth—To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of three hundred and fifty ($350) dollars for 
the purchase of two filing cabinets, one for the town clerk’s 
use and the other for the use of the town treasurer, 


Thirteenth—To see if the town will vote to discontinue a 
part of the highway sometimes called the Buzzell Road, from 
the point where it joins the Mast Road at Sawyer’s Crossing, 
so-called, thence southerly to a point where it enters land of 
the heirs of Wiliam L. Roberts. 


Fourteenth—To see if the town will vote to install eight 
(8) electric ights in Grasmere Village. 


Fifteenth—To see if the town will vote to lay out and im- 
prove a portion of Pine Hill Avenue westerly from College 
Road to Eden Street, so-called, as shown on the plan of lots 
known as Pine Hill, said plan being on file at the Registry 
of Deeds office at Nashua, N. H. 


Sixteenth—To see if the town will vote to instruct its 
selectmen to lay out and improve Rosemont Avenue, so-called, 
from the Mast Road westerly to the land of Annabel Emerson, 
said street being shown on the plan of lots called West Side 
Terrace on file at the Registry of Deeds office at Nashua, N. 
H., and is designated thereon as Woodbine Avenue. 


Seventeenth—To see if the town will vote to instruct 
its selectmen to lay out and improve Fairview Street 
westerly from the Mast Road to the land of one Charest, as 
shown on plan of lots called Beacon Terrace and on file at 
Registry of Deeds office at Nashua, N. H. Also Fairview 
Street easterly from the Mast Road to Rochambeau Avenue 
as shown on plan of lots called Brooklawn Park on file at the 
Registry of Deeds office at Nashua, N. H. 
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Highteenth—To see if the town will vote to instruct its 
selectmen to lay out and improve Eden Street westerly from 
the Mast Road, said street being shown on the plans of lots 
known as Pine Hill and Beacon Terrace, both of which are 
on file at the Registry of Deeds office at Nashua, N. H. 


Nineteenth—To raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be necessary for the support of the poor, for the 
repairs of highways and bridges, and for Memorial Day and 
other legitimate town expenses for the ensuing year. 


Twentieth—To see what action the town will take to re- 
duce the number of Road Agents. 


Twenty-first—To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
moderator to appoint a committee of fifteen citizens of the 
town, the same to be known as the “Finance Committee” to 
work in conjunction with the selectmen n preparing a budget 
for the consideration of the voters at our March elections. 
Five of the above committee to serve for three years, five for 
two years, five for one year. Five new members to be 
appointed for a term of three years each year hereafter by 
the moderator. This committee to serve without pay. 


Twenty-second—To hear the reports of agents, auditors 
and committees and pass any vote relating thereto, 


Twenty-third—To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting.

ARTICLE 2. Voted that we raise the sum of $800.00 for 
the Goffstown Public Library.

ARTICLE 4. Voted that we raise $500.00 for cemeteries. 


ArtTicLe 4%. Voted that we raise $5,582.50 for the Sea- 
graves Fire Truck, 


ARTICLE 5. Voted that we raise $400.00 for suppression 
of White Pine Blister Rust. 
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ARTICLE 6. Voted we allow the Boy Scouts free use of 
Town Hall one night annually. 


ArTIcLE 7. Voted that we act favorably on this article and 
that the committee be appointed by the moderator, Commit- 
tee: W. A. Martin, George L. Eaton, Robert M. Gordon. 


ARTICLE 8. Voted that this article be dismissed. 
ARTICLE 9. Voted that we act favorably on this article. 
ARTICLE 10. Voted that this article be dismissed. 


ARTICLE 11. Motion made that this article be left with the 
selectmen. Motion was withdrawn. Voted the town act favor- 
ably on the article. 


ARTICLE 12. Voted that this article be dismissed. 
Motion by N. A. Tirrell that we act on Articles 13-14-15-16 
collectively. 


ARTICLES 13-14-15-16. Moved that we raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $2,000.00 and that this sum shall be expended 
by the selectmen as they see fit on streets mentioned in Arti- 
cles 13-14-15-16. Motion lost. 


ARTICLE 17. Voted that this article be dismissed. 


ARTICLE 18. Motion made by George L. Eaton that we 
raise and appropriate the sum of $48,000.00 to defray town 
expenses, this amount to include all other appropriations 
before voted on. 


ARTICLE 19. Voted that the selectmen be granted the right 
to sell land acquired from B. F. Merrill Estate for taxes or 
settle with Grafton Power Co. for damages. 


ARTICLE 20. Voted to accept the Printed Report. 


ARTICLE 21. Motion made by A. Kenneth Hambleton that 
the selectmen be instructed to insert in the 1932 town warrant 
the following article: To see what action the town will take 
to reduce the number of Road Agents. 
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Moved by R. M. Gordon that our next annual town meet- 
ing open at ten o’clock in the forenoon. 

Polls closed at 6 p. m. and ballots counted. Total number 
of ballots cast 408.

REPORT OF THE GOFFSTOWN VILLAGE 
FIRE WARDENS 


For the Year Ending Feb. 1, 1932 


We, the undersigned, members of the Board of Fire War- 
ens of the Village Fire Precinct, desire to express our grati- 
tude to our fellow citizens of the Town of Goffstown, for their 
hearty cooperation in trying to make our fire equipment and 
department up to date and efficient. Bear in mind, friends, 
that it is not our intention to ask anything unreasonable, for 
there is not a single member on the Board but who will have 
to assume his share of any taxes that may arise. Therefore, 
you may rest assured that any recommendation made by this 
Board, will be sponsored only for the welfare of one and all 
of our kind and generous townspeople. 


During the past year the Fire Department has answered 
34 calls. Twenty-six telephone calls and eight fire alarms. 
Of these 34 calls, 16 were for chimney fires, one electric iron, 
three brush, four set by freight trains, one from burning 
leaves, four carelessness with matches, children, one careless- 
ness around brooder stove, two believed from carelessness 
in smoking and two calls to Dunbarton. 


At the Harat* Place on East Goffstown Road the insurance 
paid was $50. April 17 the house of Mrs. Clarence Brown 
was discovered afire, Box 21 sounded and the fire quickly 
extinguished. Insurance paid $423. 


On May 26 the building on Depot St. owned by James 
Zises was a roaring furnace before the alarm was sounded. 
Fanned by a high wind four other building were set on fire, 
but quickly extinguished. Both buildings adjoining the Zises _ 
barn were covered with fire resisting shingles and did much 
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in preventing the spread of flames. Mr. Zises was_ be- 
wildered, he didn’t know what to do and no alarm was sounded 
until seen from the street by Ralph Wakefield. Insurance 
paid Zises $2,720.60. Insurance paid Antinopolis, the ad- 
joining property owner, $175. 

On Nov. 14, Box 6 was sounded for the property of E. P. 
and C. B. Carr on Mountain Road. This fire had made 
terrible headway before being discovered by neighbors, the 
barn being a solid mass of flames upon arrival, This was 
completely destroyed as were many cords of wood. Insured 
for $200. 

We are certainly very fortunate in having such fine assist- 
ance from the telephone company. Mrs. Caswell and her 
assistants are well trained and will act instantly to procure 
aid, or sound the alarm in case of fire. The Fire Wardens 
certainly appreciate their labors in the past.

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HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


There have been twenty cases of measles and seven of 
scarlet fever reported to this office the past year. There was 
one death from scarlet fever, and one from tuberculosis. Con- 
siderable attention has been given to improvement in sewage 
disposal and several “dumps” have been closed. 

The school house at Grasmere village was ordered cleaned 
during the Christmas vacation, and conditions made much 
better. The voters in the town district should provide at the 
next annual school meeting a sum of money sufficient to clean 
and redecorate the walls and ceilings of this school house 
as they are in a filthy condition. 

The products of a certain food factory were forbidden sale 
in the stores and eating places of our town till the sanitary 
food laws were complied with. Most of the milk sold in 
town is now from tuberculin-tested cows, and the quality 
better. Some provision should be made to acquire the services 
of a public welfare nurse, a most important adjunct to the 
health and welfare of any town.

OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Goffstown Independent 
School District: 


Tuer TEACHER CHANGES 


With the close of last year, Mr. Carroll Peavey, for four 
years headmaster of the High School, terminated a period of 
splendid service in the schools and community. To fill the 
vacancy thus brought about,, Mr. Stanley W. Wright, of Roch- 
ester, N. H.—a graduate of New Hampshire University, 1930, 
was secured, Last year Mr. Wright taught in the High School 
at Littleton, N. H., and had charge of athletics. He had a 
successful year—was re-elected at an increased salary—but 
decided to accept the opportunity here. Under his direction 
the work is proceeding effectively. 

Miss Marion Stearns is in charge of the Commercial Work. 
She graduated from Plymouth, last June, having taken the 
four year course in Commercial Training. Miss Stearns had 
a half-year “practicing teaching” as a part of her normal 
school training. 

As last season closed, it appeared that the enrollment for 
this year in elementary grades 1 and 2 would be lower than 
usual. In view of this, it was planned to discontinue the 
helping work so capably done by Miss Maude Carlton. But 
when fall came, the number of pupils required, for best re- 
sults, that this supplemental work be resumed. Miss Emma 
Gordon was called in for this work which occupies the morn- 
ing session only. The work of this teacher, includes groups 
and individuals from the first four grades who profit from 
additional opportunity and individual attention.

The high school includes 
a number over 16 years of age—also tuitions pupils from the 
other districts who are not included in this census. The 
present school population for the Town of Goffstown, which 
includes both the “special” and the “town” school districts, 
is 182 in the special and 541 for the “town” or a total of 
723 children between the ages of 5 and 16 years.

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These figures are given for information—and indicate, that 
in the High School, this district spend a few cents more than 
the “average” for books and supplies. The Instruction cost 
is several dollars less per pupil than the average for the state. 

In the elementray costs, this district spends less than the 
“average” cost for books and supplies, as also in the total 
pupil cost. This “Pupil Cost”? includes books, supplies, in- 
struction and a few other lesser items. 


SUPERVISION 


All towns and cities in the State are included in Statewide 
Supervision in 60 Supervisory Unions. Goffstown Special, 
with New Boston and Goffstown Town and Bedford School 
Districts comprise Supervisory Union No. 19. Let us omit 
the 30 larger Unions including the larger towns and all the 
cities and consider the other 30 Unions of towns and areas 
similar to this. In this group of 30 Unions, Union 19, with 
825 pupils and 35 teachers is among the highest ten. The 
largest number of pupils in any of these ten Unions is about 
920—the largest number of teachers is 43. Of the salaries 
paid by these ten, the salary paid by this Union is lowest and 
substantially under the average for the ten. 


PURCHASE OF SUPPLIES 


_ In practically all the Unions the Superintendent buys the 
“supplies” for the schools. The largest single item is for 
“papers”. These papers include arithmetic paper—white 
composition of letter size—small white composition—yellow 
_ practice—drawing paper—and composition books, etc., etc. 

These are two ways of buying. One way is to buy for each 
district separately—make out an order and send it to one of 
the several “school Supply Houses”. In a Union like this, 
that would mean four district orders probably sent to four 
different companies. 

Another way is to “bunch” orders to secure buying advan- 
tages. That is, find out the requirements of each district 
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‘for various items—then combine these into one order. This 
makes for economy in these ways—in larger quantities the 
price is lower. On small orders companies do not pay freight 
—on orders over a certain amount they do. Price advantages 
too are usually secured by buying papers direct from the mills. 

This second plan has been followed for years in this Union. 
Finding the “best place” to buying—bunching orders—order- 
ing direct from Paper Mills with goods prepaid to whatever 
place desired—result in a yearly saving. 


THE HicguH ScHoont Day 


This year the High School Day was increased by one 
“Period”, so that now the day consists of eight 40-minute 
periods. While this change was necessary in order to make a 
possible sufficient time to include laboratory periods in science 
and certain commercial subjects it affords more time for 
“study” here at school. Out of these eight periods many 
pupils spend four in classes. This allows four “study periods” 
at school, where the conditions are much more favorable for 
work than in the pupils’ homes. This isn’t any criticism of 
our homes—but the freedom from interruption which is an 
essential to “study” is hard to secure in the midst of our 
“family circles”. With three or four study periods, care- 
fully planned and used, with teachers available for question 
or help—all pupils should find it possible to do more work 
at school and consequently have less to do at home in the 
evenings. 

In most “large” High Schools the teacher has five teaching 
periods during the day. Just now, when curtailment of ex- 
penses is being considered, it is being suggested and properly, 
too, that high school teachers teach six periods instead of 
five. By so doing a large force of teachers can be reduced in 
number. Here, the teachers have been and are teaching six 
periods—except in one instance—and have allied duties— 
all teachers have obligations and duties, which over-reach the 
“neriods” of the day. 
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The season in Basketball has been profitable financially, 
due to the splendid support received from the community. 
But better than that we had a fine sportsmanship group 
of young folks, who play because they like to play. Both 
girls and boys have had a good share of “wins”. But win or 
lose, they “play the game” with the same fine spirit. The . 
girls’ team won first place in the Central N. H. League. The 
boys placed third—Warner being first and Hillsboro second. 

A small boy may throw a small stone through a schoolroom 
window. But little actual damage is done. Probably no one 
is hurt. However, if this keeps happening the “morale” of 
the school will suffer and “‘discipline” will become more of 
a problem. That’s one thing. But here the schools are fa- 
vored by an interested community attitude, one which is 
essential if schools are to accomplish the work for which they 
are intended.

A new “high” has been reached this year in the number of 
young people attending High School.

Deducting these 4 from the total of 43 
will leave approximately 40 who, in all likelihood will return 
next fall.

“Costs” 


In these times of “counting the cost” some items for com- 
parison may be of interest.
